PHILADELPHIA For far too long, cable cus- 
tomers fumed as they waited in vain for the 
cable guy to show up. When he did come, 
sometimes it took multiple visits to fix out- 
ages. Some customers grappled with billing 
mistakes that took months to resolve. And 
cable prices went up every year. 

Now it may be the cable customer’s turn 
for revenge. 

Cable TV operators are trying to treat 
their customers better. Consumers now can 
get a 30-day money-back guarantee from at 
least two major cable companies. Soon sub- 
scribers might set specific times for techni- 
cian visits and get their orders confirmed in 
writing. 

These sound like simple or even obvious 
steps, but they address longtime complaints 
about the cable TV business. 

Cable companies are forced to do it be- 
cause of intensifying competition from sat- 
ellite TV and phone companies that offer 
video—and from people disconnecting sub- 
scription TV services altogether to watch 
videos online. 

And people are leaving. In 2006, cable TV 
companies had 68.5 million video customers. 
The number fell to 63.3 million in 2009, ac- 
cording to research firm In-Stat. 

Cable’s customer satisfaction ratings 
have been among the worst of any indus- 
try. In the American Customer Satisfaction 
Index, based on surveys of U.S. households, 
the four largest cable TV providers— Com- 
cast, Time Warner Cable Inc., Cox Com- 
munications Inc. and Charter Communica- 
tions Inc.— have averaged 59 on a scale of 1 
to 100 since 2004.

COVINGTON, La. The dire effect of the mas- 
sive Gulf spill was apparent Sunday on oil- 
soaked islands where pelicans nest as several 
of the birds splashed in the water and preened 
themselves, apparently trying to clean crude 
from their feet and wings. 

Pelican eggs were glazed with rust-colored 
gunk in the bird colony off Louisiana’s coast, 
with thick globs floating on top of the water. 
Nests rested in mangrove trees precariously 
close to the crude that had washed in. As oil 
crept farther into the delicate wetlands in 
Barataria Bay off Louisiana, BP officials said 
Sunday that one of their efforts to slow the 
leak wasn’t working as effectively as before. 

BP spokesman John Curry told The Asso- 
ciated Press on Sunday that a mile-long tube 
inserted into the leaking well siphoned some 
57,120 gallons of oil within the past 24 hours, a 
sharp drop from the 92,400 gallons of oil a day 
that the device was sucking up Friday. How- 
ever, the company has said the amount of oil 
siphoned will vary widely from day to day. 

Engineers are working furiously to stem 


The spill began after the Deepwater 
Horizon oil rig exploded off the coast of 
Louisiana on April 20, killing 11 workers, 
and sank two days later. At least 6 million 
gallons of crude have spewed into the Gulf 
of Mexico since. The 1989 Exxon Valdez 
tanker spilled 11 million gallons of oil in 
Alaska.

Peggy Lim has a healthy respect for the sun’s 
powerful ultraviolet rays, and on a recent 
shopping trip she agonized over choosing a 
sunscreen for her three children. 

“I’ve always heard the higher the SPF [sun 
protection factor} the better, until you get to 
SPF 45,” said Lim of Crystal Lake, who finally 
bought whatever happened to be in front of 
her. “Now my husband 
says the SPF doesn’t mat- 
ter as much as how much 
you use. What’s the right 
amount? Do I have to ap- 
ply it under their clothes? 
And how bad of a mother 
am I if I forget to reapply 
it?” 

Like many people, Lim 
wants reliable sunscreen 
information to help sort 
fact from fiction. But 
although the US. Food 
and Drug Administration 
drafted guidelines three 
decades ago governing 
the safety, efficacy and 
labeling of sunscreen, of- 
ficial rules have yet to be 
implemented. 

Critics of the agency 
say the lack of formal reg- 
ulations has spawned mis- 
leading claims on prod- 
ucts and put consumers 
at risk by encouraging them to rely too heavily 
on sunscreen for protection. 

The FDA expects to finalize the rules in Oc- 
tober; they would take effect by 2012. 

In the meantime, to help consumers make 
decisions—and light a fire under the FDA 
—the Environmental Working Group on 
Monday released its annual Sunscreen Safety 
Guide, which rates sunscreens, lip balms and 
moisturizers, and features a database search-

able by brand name. On Tuesday, Consumer 
Reports will issue its sunscreen guide. 

The EWG, an advocacy group that has 
waged a four-year campaign promoting strict 
sun-safety standards, slammed the majority of 
the 1,400 products it tested. It recommends 
only 39 of 500 beach and sport sunscreens, pri- 
marily because of what it called “a surge in ex- 
aggerated SPF claims above 50” and concerns 
about ingredients in the 
products. 

“Hats, clothing and 
shade are still the only 
completely reliable sun 
protection,” said Jane 
Houlihan, EWG’s vice 
president for research. 

In fact, the long-de- 
layed FDA rules would 
update labels to stress the 
importance of a compre- 
hensive approach to sun 
protection that encour 
ages seeking shade and 
covering up. 

Research has found 
that people who use sun- 
screen tend to stay in 
the sun longer than they 
might otherwise. That 
is particularly true if a 
product has a high SPF 
number, ratings the En- 
vironmental Working 
Group says “sell a false 


sense of security.” 

The group reported a 33 percent increase 
from last year in the number of products la- 
beled with an SPF higher than 50. But the new 
federal guidelines would cap SPF claims at 50+ 
because there’s little evidence that higher SPF 
products offer more protection. 

SPF numbers, a familiar but baffling system 
for consumers, primarily measure protection 


from the UVB (ultraviolet light with a shorter

wavelength) rays that cause sunburn. 

A product labeled SPF 15 blocks about 
93 percent of the sun’s UVB rays; an SPF 50 
protects against about 98 percent, said Dr. 
Henry Lim, chairman of the department of 
dermatology at Henry Ford Hospital in De- 
troit. 

Because 100 percent blockage isn’t possible, 
products labeled SPF 70 or 100 don’t make 
much sense, Lim said. 

“Rather than increasing SPF factor, the push 
now is to make a sunscreen product cover both 
UVA and UVB —how to make it broader,” he 
said. 

UVA (ultraviolet light with a longer wave- 
length) radiation facilitates tanning but also 
can damage the DNA of cells deep within the 


skin, contributing to cancer and aging. 

Though many products are labeled “broad 
spectrum,” consumers can’t currently tell how 
much protection a sunscreen provides against 
UVA rays. 

The Environmental Working Group re- 
ported it found that one popular children’s 
sunscreen marketed as SPF 100 had a UVA 
protection factor of 9. 

Under the proposed guidelines, labeling 
would be expanded to include a four-star sys- 
tem that tells consumers how well the product 
protects against UVA rays. 

The term “waterproof” would be prohib- 
ited, and labels on water-resistant sunscreens 
would have to state how often the products 
need to be reapplied. 


The FDA also wants to tweak SPF testing 
procedures and allow new combinations of 
active ingredients. 

In Europe, 30 active ingredients are ap- 
proved for use, compared with 16 in the US., 
according to Dr. Patricia Agin, a fellow in 
skin care research and development at Merck 
Consumer Care, a division of Merck & Co. 
Inc. that manufactures Coppertone. 

One sunscreen ingredient flagged as risky 
by the Environmental Working Group is oxy- 
benzone, which boosts UVA protection and 
is FDA approved. The group cites lab studies 
suggesting it has an estrogenic effect and can 
be absorbed into the bloodstream. 

“It’s very preliminary but troubling,” Hou- 
lihan said. 


Others say absorption alone isn’t enough to 
raise an alarm. “I’m not closing my mind on 
the issue, but based on the data I don’t see any 
concern with oxybenzone,” Dr. Lim said. 

The EWG’s top-rated sunscreen products, 
which include the brands All Terrain, Badger, 
Beyond Coastal and California Baby, all con- 
tain either zinc or titanium minerals, which 
offer more UVA protection than products 
with a different ingredient called avobenzo- 
ne, Houlihan said. 

Peggy Lim chose two SPF 50 products 
marked as “pediatrician tested” for her children. 

“When I was a kid, my mom tossed us out- 
side for the summer and told us a healthy tan 
was a good thing,” she said with a sigh. “It was 
easier then.” 


THE SUNSCREEN CHECKLIST 


How much sunscreen should you use? 


Enough to fill a shot glass, according to the American Academy of Dermatology, 
though larger people should adjust accordingly. Most people apply a quarter to half 
of the recommended amount of sunscreen, which lowers the advertised SPF factor. 

Spread it on liberally 15 to 30 minutes before going outside and reapply every two 
hours or after swimming, sweating or towel drying. 


Sprays and powders: The Environmental Working Group recommends against these 
products, which can be accidentally inhaled. Others say there’s little risk of harm. “I 
wouldn’t recommend spraying sunscreen into your nose, but the amount you'll inhale is 
no worse than walking behind a diesel bus,” said Dr. David Leffell, chief of dermatologic 
surgery and cutaneous oncology at the Yale School of Medicine and a consultant for 
Coppertone. 


Vitamin D: Don’t forget, the body needs sunlight to make this vital chemical. The 
National Institutes of Health suggests 5 to 30 minutes of sun exposure between 10 a.m. 
and 3 p.m. several times a week on the face, arms, legs and back during the warmer 
months. After that, seek shade, cover up, wear a hat and sunglasses and use sunscreen. 
Speaking of covering up, the FDA has not advised using sunscreen under regular cloth- 
ing. It also doesn’t regulate clothing that claims to offer UV protection. 


Nanoparticles: Sunscreen labels don’t say whether the products contain nanoparticles. 
Studies have shown that nano-scale ingredients don’t penetrate healthy skin, so con- 
sumer use should be minimal. But if you want to avoid them until more is known, look 
for the white-colored zinc or titanium oxide products. If mineral-based sunscreens are 
clear, they likely have nanoparticles. 


Combo products: Insect repellents aren’t necessarily safe for frequent application. 
But you do have to keep reapplying sunscreen, so you may want to avoid combination 
products. 


Retinyl palmitate: The EWG recommends avoiding products with a vitamin A deriva- 
tive called retiny! palmitate. Preliminary data suggest topical applications can enhance 
the rate of UV-induced skin tumor formation in lab mice, said Dr. Allan Conney, director 
of the Susan Lehman Cullman Laboratory for Cancer Research at Rutgers University. 
Epidemiological studies would be needed to determine whether humans are at risk. 
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BOY’S BODY FOUND 


FAMILY FINDS CLOSURE 
AFTER WEEKLONG 
SEARCH OF RIVER

A child’s body found Sunday morning in the North 
Branch of the Chicago River was identified as 
that of Cashmere Castillo, an 8-year-old boy who 
disappeared last weekend in the water a little 
more than a mile upstream. 

The Cook County medical examiner posi- 
tively identified the boy Sunday afternoon. 
Cashmere’s parents, Willy and Merrell Castillo, 
viewed the body at the medical examiner’s office 
and took a moment to grieve privately before 
returning to the waiting room where other rela- 
tives had gathered, Willy Castillo said. 

“T have a lot of closure now that we’ve found 
my boy,” he said. 

The body was found just before 11 a.m. in the 
river behind a water treatment facility in River 
Park near Lawrence and Francisco avenues in 
Ravenswood, Chicago police said. 

According to a law enforcement source, police 
dogs trained to find cadavers detected a scent in 
the area Saturday and police focused their search 
efforts there. 

After police cut off a lock to gain access into 
a fenced-in the area next to the building and the 
river, a vehicle was driven into the area. About a 
dozen fire and police officials also moved in and 
cordoned off the area with red tape. Cement 
stairs lead from the building to the river. 

The body was taken from the river’s edge to a 
Chicago police van, which then drove from the 
scene. Traffic along Francisco Avenue had been

blocked between Ainslie Street and Lawrence 
Avenue while the effort was in progress. 

Willy Castillo crouched near an ambulance in 
a parking lot next to the building and was con- 
soled by Chicago police officers and fire person- 
nel. 

Cashmere’s body was driven to the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office, where an au- 


topsy is scheduled for Monday. A service memo- 
rializing the child was scheduled for Sunday in 
Chicago. 

“It’s a closure for us,” said Elizabeth Hagad, 
who had baby-sat Cashmere since he was 2. “We 
have been wondering what happened. Now we 
know. We have been praying all day that some- 
one would find him.” 


Man sues over Lincoln Park ‘Enemies’ set

Nearly 76 years after he was killed, outlaw John 
Dillinger still appears to be wreaking havoc on 
Chicago’s streets. 

To be more precise, the film set for 2009’s “Pub- 
lic Enemies,” which starred Johnny Depp, wreaked 
havoc on pedestrian John McManus, who tripped 
and fell on fake trolley tracks, according to a law- 
suit filed in Cook County Circuit Court. 

‘To transport the street back to the 1930s, movie 


crews installed rubber cobblestones and trolley 
tracks, among other measures, around the historic 
Biograph Theater. Dillinger was gunned down 
outside the theater in July 1934. McManus, who 
was crossing Lincoln Avenue at the Fullerton and 
Halsted intersection on foot one morning in May 
2008, walked over the fake rubber cobblestones. 
McManus’ feet sank into the rubber and his left 
foot got caught underneath metal trolley tracks. 
He fell and was severely injured, the lawsuit filed 


Wednesday alleges. The suit doesn’t detail the 
exact nature of the injuries. No signs, barriers or 
warnings existed to alert McManus to the fake 
stone and tracks, the lawsuit alleges. 

Named in the complaint are NBC Universal 
Inc. and its subsidiaries, PE Productions LLC and 
Universal City Studios LLLP, and other unknown 
defendants. 

McManus is seeking damages in excess of 
$50,000 for permanent physical injuries. 


Man dragged 
by cab dies 

A 32-year-old Near 
West Side man who 
was dragged by a cab 
after arguing with the 
driver last week died 
Saturday of his injuries.

India crash kills 158 


MANGALORE, India Grieving relatives 
collected the victims’ remains from 
a crashed Indian plane and investigators 
sifted through the rubble Sunday for the 
cockpit voice recorder and the flight data 
recorder after India’s worst air disaster in 
more than a decade killed 158 people. 
Eight people survived Saturday’s crash 
of an Air India Boeing 737-800 that over- 
shot a hilltop runway southern India and 
plunged over a cliff, officials said. Some of

The Hawks’ eclectic mix of players contin- 
ued its march toward hockey’s ultimate prize, 
capping a four-game sweep of the Sharks in 
the Western Conference finals with a 4-2 
victory Sunday at the United Center. It’s the 
Hawks’ first berth in the Stanley Cup finals 
since 1992. 

Jonathan Toews, Dustin Byfuglien, Antti 
Niemi, Dave Bolland and Patrick Kane were 
just some of the heroes— Duncan Keith made 
a remarkable comeback after losing seven 
teeth in the second period to assist on the ty- 
ing goal—as the Hawks dispatched the No. 1 
seed in the conference with their fifth consec- 
utive victory and now await the winner of the 
Eastern Conference finals between Montreal 
and Philadelphia. 

“It’s what we worked hard for all year,” said 
Keith, who was hit in the mouth with a puck 
but returned to assist on Bolland’s goal as the 
Hawks erased a 2-0 Sharks lead. “It’s what we 
dreamed about as kids. There’s nothing more 
that I want to do than get it started.” 

Byfuglien scored the winning goal with 
5 minutes, 55 seconds remaining in the third 
period after taking a pinpoint pass from 
Kane and beating goaltender Evgeni Nabo- 
kov from the slot. That made a winner of 
Niemi, who finished with 16 saves as he im- 
proved to 12-4 during his first NHL postsea- 
son. Toews picked up an assist on the play to 
extend his team-record postseason points 
streak to 13 games. 

“It feels great,” said Niemi, who yielded Lo- 
gan Couture’s even-strength goal in the first 
period and Patrick Marleau’s shorthanded 
score in the second before shutting down the 
Sharks the rest of the way. “We didn’t want 
to get too carried away before this game, but 
right now, it feels great.”
